This assumes, of course, one has not 
properly bonded their own independent ground rod back around to the 
service entrance ground rod, as the NEC stipulates.

A lot of truth in the comments so far. 


Re. the idea of blowing the tax man whistle on some of the dealers; I hate 
to contradict, but yes, the Little Guy SHOULD fear that tactic! The SOB tax 
men here (Madison Hamfest) started that crap a couple of years ago, and the 
ones they went after to harrass WERE the little guys, mainly because they 
were the easiest targets. The dealers were mostly from out of state, which 
greatly complicated the task (and paperwork) of tax collection. I submit 
that there's no such thing as a safe tax man at the hamfest. 


As yet tho, I haven't seen any tax people with the solid brass cajones 
required to pull that kind of crap at the local gun shows. They seem to 
have a slight problem with talking taxes with some guy who is selling parts 
to convert an AR-15 rifle into a machine gun! <grin> 


Re. dealers; actually, I'd personally prefer to see the dealers BANNED from 
hamfests, or at least kept to VERY SMALL NUMBERS (big hamfests = 5 dealer 
slots total, allocated on a first come - first served basis). This whole 
thing has become too professionalized. Dealers attract appliance operators, 
NOT tinkerers and builders. They can go to a dealer ANYTIME, or hit his / 
her web page, but a hamfest should be a once a year thing for cleaning out 
your garage or unloading that excess rig that gathers dust in your shack. 


If you just can't live without eyeballing your friendly ham gear 
barracudas, set up completely seperate dealer shows, on a different 
weekend, where small, trunk load gear sellers are banned. These bottom 
feeders are killing the traditional hamfest. 


I was at a hamfest recently where I overheard a comment that made me think. 
Some guy with a ton of computer gear (and nothing else) on his table said 
to his buddy "I wish they'd get rid of all these lamers with the old radio 
stuff! They're just wasting time and space!". Hamfests are being hijacked 
by these folks, and the dorks who come to sell non-radio trinkets and 
geegaws from the Far East. I'm not sure just how to deal with these folks. 
Some hamfests have tried to limit the Taiwan gadget sellers, with varying 
levels of success, sending them back to the flea market circuit where they 
came from. I get the feeling that limiting dealers might help. As for the 
large scale computerhead dealers, BAN THEM unless they can show that 
they're also dealing in radio gear or general electronics. Fifty running 
feet of tabletops covered with pirated software copies and industrial 
closeout disk drives it too much. 


One recommendation; to cut down on the dealers, implement one of two 
strategies; either limit the number of spaces they can buy (say, a max of 3 
tables), or allow them to buy as many as they want, but allow NO MORE THAT 
THREE ADJACENT TABLES! Any others they buy have to be spread out to other 
areas of the hall. Hamfest operators have been sucking up to these folks 
for too long, and it's killing us. 


Well, it's time for me to put on my flameproof suit... the 


mini-Capitalists are sure gonna return fire on THIS one!

This is true for most of us--though I've often suspected the 
bayou-dwellers among us probably fare better! Two inferences can be 
drawn; as you mention, the need to bond your ground to the electrical 
service ground, *xand* that there's a reason why counterpoises and buried 
radials both work better than ground rods for RF. (And the evidence is 
that a counterpoise is better than buried radials--but it makes mowing the 
lawn more difficult!) "Ground" is a subjective term; one AM/BC 
transmitter I worked on had the plate of the RF final at DC ground, but at 
a very high RF potential! (Crazy-looking thing at first sight but oh boy 
did it work--Collins engineering, of course, though WECo would've done it 
if they'd not been run out of the biz, I bet). 


Something I should clarify: 
> Roberta J. Barmore wrote: 
> > These methods of de-RFlIing [brute-force condensers, mostly] do call 
> >for a pretty good ground. 

That's from a "not getting zapped" standpoint, not RFI. 

Anent RFI, the whole idea of line filtering is to make the power cord a 
no more attractive path (in or out) for RF than the chassis, which we'll 
presume is the circuit common. It is tempting to think of the bypasses or 
filter as hauling all the RFI off to ground but that's too easy; if the 
stuff went haring off down the ground lead to oblivion, we'd be no 
better off, as it's still a wire exiting the box and radiating (or 
inhaling) signals! There, I've said it. I wasn't going to address 
"Ground, The Mystical Noise Vacuum and Hoover of All QRM" but the 
temptation was too great...! ;) 

Forsooth, hooking the commons (chassis) of the gear all together and to 
earth does indeed reduce the mutual RFI, and even lifting the external 
ground seems to make them mildly less immune; but the really xbigx help is 
first from keeping the non-antenna leads from acting like antennas, and 
then from getting all the commons commoned. 


...A case with a similar conceptual "gotcha" would be running balanced 
audio around: which works best, shielding or twisting the wire pairs? Most 
folks think it's the shield. Nope--twisting them up, to make any induced 


sigs get rejected by being the same in each wire. (It's balanced, so the 
voltage on one wire heads up when the other heads down; if they're both 
going up, or down at the same time the result is...nothin') The shielding 
just adds another few percent of protection--one the telephone companies 
rarely bother with (strip some phone wire and have a look). But they sure 
get serious about twisting up the individual pairs in a cable! 

(Unbalanced audio or RF is another story, so unless you've got a 
receiver with a good electrostatic shield between the "doublet" input coil 
and the grid coil, you might as well use coax instead of a transposed 
feedline. Sorry! But not very, it's hard to get decent transposition 
at RF without excessive losses--impedance of the line gets way low the 
closer you twist it. So coax wins at HF & VHF).

Now I need to get 
to the receiver section. Mind you, this is regarded as dumpster 
dregs, usually not to be retrieved. Nonetheless, there in glowing 
splendor is the oscillator, reactance tube, doublers and triplers, 
and a fine 6146 making the antenna active. BTW, this was done with 
no dollars changing hands. What more could one want? Certainly, 
not WW II all over again.

I don't travel as far afield as some folks here do (Nick, say), so my 
observations must be taken as limited in scope. I tend to stay in the 
Washington/Baltimore environs, where I have regularly attended ‘fests in 
Manassas, Vienna, Gaithersburg, Howard County, Frederick, and Timonium. My 
special favorites are Vienna, because where else would you find hams dumb 
enough to show up in February at 6 a.m., and Gaithersburg, which I think of 
as Our Little Dayton for its acre after acre of tailgaters. 


Main observation: each of the hamfests I regularly attend has a definite 
personality. Thus I find Vienna's wares, year after year, along the lines 
described by previous posters--too much computer stuff, too little in the 
way of boatanchors--though I have made lots of nice buys there. Manassas is 
more of a blend of this and that, with a startling cupful of old audio 
equipment tossed into the mix. Gaithersburg--ah, Gaithersburg. Sure, 
inside the commercial buildings is the usual depressing (to me) array of 
made-offshore-at-starvation-wages computers, cheap modems and monitors, and 
CD-ROM vendors. 


But outside, at the tables, the spirit lives on. This year I saw almost 
every breed and species we treasure: Vikings, Rangers, Globe Scouts, 


Nationals, Knight-Kits, Hammarlunds, Hallicrafters, Drakes. Some, like 
Dee's astonishingly restored Ranger, were works of art. Others, like the 
plundered, rusty Viking carcasses I passed, were barely potential works in 
progress. Like an ijit, I said No to a nice Drake 2-B for $50. OTOH, I 
said Yes! Yes! Yesyesyesyes! to a beautiful H-P 200AB ($15 with original 
manual), a nicely kept Globe Scout ($20 including all new tubes, tested ina 
Hickok on the spot), the most impeccable S-38 I've ever seen, and lots of 
parts. The latter came, of course, from Dirty Old Boxes, of which 
Gaithersburg still has lots. Yes, Gaithersburg was the best ever, perhaps 
one last countercultural grunt before the 'fest gets kicked out of the 
Montgomery County Fair Grounds to a new site next year. 


But Gaithersburg is xalways* at least pretty good (BA perspective) and often 
much better than pretty good. Vienna is usually, well, Vienna. And so on. 
Does anybody else agree that each particular hamfest tends, within a range, 
to ring pretty much the same year after year? 


Nick, you really shoulda come to Gaithersburg this year.
